PITTSBURG, Kan., April 9.—Alex- 
ander Howat, leader of the Kansas 
miners’ organization, President of Dis- 
trict 14, United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, was sent to the Crawford County 
Jail this morning by Judge Andrew J. 
Curran for contempt of court for his 
Tefusal to appear before the new Court 
of Industrial. Relations after he, had 
been summoned as a witness. “ Howat 
will have to stay in jail-until ‘he con- 
sents to appear as a witness before 
the court and answer questions, or un- 
tiL is released on bond if an appeal 
is taken to the Kansas Supreme Court: 

Howat and the: other officials were 
allowed to go to the union’s headquar 
ters until time to take a car for Girard, 
the county seat, at noon. Scores of his 
friends surrounded him as he went from: 
the Court House to the headquarters. 
After he reached his office Howat made 
this statement: 

*‘ Our position is unchanged. We stand 
where we stood. We refuse to testify 
before this court because we do not réc- 
ogni the court. It is an institution 
founded to enslave the workingman.”’ 

Sentenced with Howat were his asso- 
ciate officers of the district organiza- 
tion, Thomas Harvey, Secretary-Treas- 
urer; August Dorchy, Vice President, 
and Robert B. Foster,-Auditor. Each 
received the same sentence as that given 
to Howat, and must pdy the costs of the 
case. 

Howat refused to appear before the 
Court of Industrial Relations because of 
his enmity to the new law. He has no- 
tified the miners throughout the ecoun- 
try that the law will be ignored and op- 

posed. When the court invited him tb 
appear last Tuesday and give testimony 
in an investigation which the court is 
conducting in the coal fields he refused. 

Attorney General Hopkins applied to 
Judge Curren for an order,to compel his 
attendance and Howat refused to obey 
the order of the District Court. 

With the sending of Howat and his fel- 
low union officers to jail speculation in 
Pittsburgh turns to the probability of a 
general strike through sympathy for 
them.

BORROWING AND SAVING. 

The Banking Superintendent of this 
State says that the totals of the ‘gav- 
ings bank deposits and resources aré 
not only unprecedented but ‘-astound- 
ing.’ “New accounts increased -by 
190,971 to 3,658,435. Deposits in- 
creased from $2,042,011,104 to $2,- 
267,398,799. These are figures of say- 
ings and show’ that not all... wage 
earners are wastets.
